The Pirate Hero of France 



i 



If (liu I own of St Malo, Prance, 
there is a great statue that la 
much revered by Usb people. It 
stands In the public square, dom- 
inating traffic that rattles through 
the narrow streets to and from the 
waterfront. 

The suine was erected only Ave 
years ago, but the town had been 
planning for this monument for at 
leaat a hundred year*. The heroic 
figure on the pedestal la that of 
Jean Burt, most noted of the French 
coraaira. 

In the middle of the Eighteenth. 
century tho name of Jean Bart was 
known throughout the maritime 
world and woa (eared by moat of 
those who went tu sea. Outside of 
France, be was known as a pi nut. 
To ihe Frenrh he was known th<n, 
■a he Is known now. as a corsair 
and a national hero. 

The difference between a corsair 
and a pirate In that the corsair is 
roar if now countryman and the 
pirate may be anybnuy'a man. 

Jean Bart began hie piratical 
career by stealing from the- slavers. 
Hw organised a system of capturing 
•lave vessels « they left the coast 
oi Africa, throwing overboard the 
ere* and nailing the veasel to the 
market porta. Thus bo saved the 
expense Involved In capturing the 
•lares and his proofs were so much 
greater tbat the owners who sent 
him out were much pleased with 
their share at the dividends. 

1 1 was onty a step from this to 
throwing overboard the owners and 
shareholders in hli company. Ban 
decided that It was not necessary 
to divide up with anybody on land 
who took no risks except financial 
odea, 

There came a voyage upon which 
Captain Bart refused to touch land 



on the African coast. He stood off 
the harbor of Sierra Leone, whence 
Issued the English slavers, bound 
for western market* He pounced 
upon the first big ship, and In an 
hour had transferred the shackles 
from some of the stares to the 
officers of the vessel. By nightfall 
he had transshipped the bunuiii 
cargo irom the English vessel to 
his own handsome uhlp. La Prance. 
He then set fire to the empty Ebb- 
Hah slaver, and made all sail for 
San Domingo, 

On that trip Jean Bart made a 
fair sized Fortune It wan a quick 
voyage, and the overhead was cut 
down to a minimum by various In- 
teresting device*. For Instance, 
Bart, being- short-handed, took a 
dozen of the ESngllsb sailors He also 
put some of the black captives to 
work. When La Prance was near 
the end of her voyage, the good Cap 
tain Bart had the Englishmen 
thrown overboard and Ihe black 
men clapped Into irons again. 

The pirate slaver undersold all 
Competitors in Uss Sun Domingo 
market, thus be was able to get 
away on another voyage quickly, 
without the delays incident to iguih- 
bling over prices, Presently he woe 
hack again, with another load of 
Africans. Again he undersold his 
competitors, for he had stolen his 
human merchandise from English 
slavers. 

This business weal on. Jeun Bart 
became notorious throughout the 
seafaring world. Honest slavers 
were In terror of hie ruthless pro- 
gram. The English slave mere ban is 
form I'd an association to protect 
themselves and ibejr commerce 
against Jean Bart. They armed 
their ships, They concentrated their 
African wholesale markets at Sierra 
Leone. This harbor tbey torn bed. 



and they kept a Lookout at all times 
for the hated FinilllllHU Slave 
shins sailed under convey. 

All of these precautions seemed 
to worry Jesn Bart not a whit E* 
outgunned, out-fought, and out- 
maneuvered his foes. When he met 
four slave ships, sailing together 
for protection, he took them all. 




Transit rrlng ihe cargo of one to Ma 
own ahlp. he placed the aunerfiuAua 
English officers and sailors aboard 
tho vessel thus lightened, net firs to 
her, and sailed sway with his own 
vessel and the three prise*. Ai thi- 
ol) d of that trip Jean Ban delivered 
four shiploads of slaves to his 
broker In San Domingo, Instead of 
the customary single shipload. 

Captain Jean Bart was getting 
rich out of his innovation In piracy. 

Burl established African head- 
quarters and a tennitiui oort for the 



African end of tats voyages at the 
Itland ot Fernando Po. A frigate. 
ing th* King ■ flag, waa scouring 
the Afncun eoaat for the obnoxious 
French pirate. Bart managed to 
elude tin- frigate. Hit hiding place 
at Fernando Po was not discovered 
i«y the fcjiKiuh until many year* 

1.11. T 

When Bart heard trie British 
man-of-war wn seeking htm, fa* 
itKTMued the ferocity of bis con- 
duct toward English officers and 
» crews. He bad them til murdered 
outright. Imiiifd lately upon CAn> 







lure of their vessels He had heard 
thm on* of the English ships that 
be had set afire had been eared by 
the heroic work of the men he had 
Intended to burn with her, and 
that these men, escaping, bad 
ratted the hue and cry against 
him. 

"We'll burn no more ships," 
■aid Captain Bart. "We'll parley 
with no more Englishmen Kill 
them first, uud talk to them Af- 
ter ward a." 

Bo Captain Bart Introduced an- 




other measure of economy and effi- 
ciency. He took the cargoes Into 
port In San Domingo In the Eng- 
lish vessels, making a Hill* extra 
money on the sale of lbs ship each 
time. 



The King's frigate bad gone to 
Halifax on business, Jean Bart 
beard the good news when he put 
In at Fernando Po slter a very 
successful voyage to the West In- 
dies, lit- determined to teach his 
English foes a lemon they would 
never forget. 

La France reached the harbor 
of Sierra l*nnp In the middle of 
a moonless night. There were 
seven ships In the harbor, each 
flying the PriMan flag. Five or alx 
of these EuglJeb vessels bad their 
cargoes of merchandise, from 
Europe, still aboard, awaiting day 
ligh! tor unloading. 

Captain Bart launched seven 
boats, One boatload ol pirates was 
assigned to ssjeji of the seven Eng- 
lish ships Captain Bart bun-tit 
took command of the long-boat, 
and directed it to attack the big- 
gest or the snipe at anchor. This 
ship wee commanded by a certain 
Captain Richardson, late of His 
Majesty's Navy, uad who was In 
riinmijiiii of the naval situation at 
Slwrra Leone during the absence 
of the frigate. 

The seven boats gilded noise- 
lessly, with muffled oars, each to 

Its assigned vk-iim 

Captain Richardson took com- 
mand ot the fight in person, £r- 
cry lime the pirates scaled the aide 
of the ship, they were met ly a 
stubborn defence. Half the board- 
era bad been killed in the deter- 
mined assaults they bad been 
making under the commands ol 
the raging Captain Bart. 

Finally the pirates gained the 
deck. There was a fight to the 
death In the waist of the ship. 
Captain Richardson, standing on 



the quarterdeck, look charge of 
a small swivel gun, and waa pre- 
paring to Sre It Into the ranks of 
the onjashlag pirates, when Jean 
Bart, overlooking the battle from 
the top or the deckhouse, took in 
the situation. 

Jean Bart had one accomplish- 
ment that be had mastered with 
much practice. He knew bow to 
throw a heavy knife straight to ita 
mar It He always carried Ave or 
six such knives on bis person, 
when there was a chance for com. 
bat. 

As Captain Richardson reached 
hi* slow -match toward the touch- 
hole or his swivel gun. the pirate 
hurled hie knife. 

Captain Richardson tell across 
the gun. Barfs knife deep in his 
heart. 



Jean Bart was master of the 
barber and town of Sierra Leone. 
And such mastery! Not an Eng- 
lishman afloat or ashore waa left 
alive The little town was sacked. 
Every building In It was burned 
to the ground. Every inhatsiiaai. 
without regard to age or sex, was 
put to death Every ship ID Us 
harbor waa sunk. The guns that 
could not be used aboard La 
France were dumped Into the sea. 
Much loot was landed from cap- 
tured shipping, 

The town, harbor, and settle- 
ment of Sierra Lease passed en- 
tirety out of existence within the 
space ol thirty-all hours. 

"I bellleve I have taught them a 
lesson!" said victorious Captain 
Burt, as he sailed away In search 
of I wailed slavers.
